Parties Were Haggling Over $50,000 
—He Forwarded a Check and Se- 
cured a Fine Bargain.

LONDON, April 6.—Extraordinary reve- 
lations have just been made as to how 
Ernest Terah Hooley became the purchaser 
of the Trafford estate in Manchester in 
1879. 

For some time previous strictly confiden- 
tial negotiations had been proceeding be- 
tween the Trafford trustees and the Man- 
chester corporation for the purchase of 
the estate by the latter. The negotiations 
had reached a critical point, when the cor- 
poration’s lawyer came to London to see 
the trustees. He stayed at the Midland 
Hotel, where Hooley lived at the time. 

The lawyer's name, Ellis, being the same 
as that of Hooley’s secretary, papers 
lating to the transaction intended for Law- 
yer Ellis were . delivered by error. to 
Hooleyv's secretary. These papers showed 
that the estate was offered to the cor- 
poration for $1,750,000, but the corporation 
was haggling over $50,000. 

Hiooley instantly wrote to 
Offering the full amount and iInclosing a 
check for $150,000 to seal the bargain. The 
trustees gave the corporation a refusal of 
more time, saying they had a private of- 
fer for the amount asked. The corporation 
regarded the statement as a bluff and re- 
advance their offer. 

Hooley became the purchaser. He never 
heard of the Trafford estate until the pa- 
pers fell into his sécretary’s hands. “he 
corporation now wants to purchase the es- 
tate, and won't get it under $2,500,000.

OMAHA, April 6.—Dr. Ella E. Summers, 
a comely young woman of 26, a graduate of 
an Omaha medical college, has just been 
appointed coroner of Franklin County, Ne-| 
braska. She is probably the only woman | 
coroner in the United States. | 
The appointment was made by the county | 
court as the result of petitions circulated | 
and signed by her friends. There was no 
other candidate for the place. It seemed to 


be generally understood that Dr. Ella, as' 
she is called, was the logical successor of. 
her uncle, Robert Sedgwick, the former in- 
cumbent, who died ten days ago. That she 
is eminently fitted to fill the office there is 
no doubt in the minds of those who are 
familiar with her career since she left col- 
lege. For the last three years she has 
helped her uncle in his undertaking busi- 
ness. Constant association with the grew- 
some surroundings of his morgue, togeth- 
er with her dissecting room training, have | 
thoroughly removed that morbid dread of | 
human cadavers which is supposed to be 
especially marked in the gentler sex, and 
in its place has come a kind of fascination 
for her calling. 

If there be those who doubt Dr. Ella's | 
abllity to discharge the duties of coroner | 
creditably it is because they don't know 
the particulars of what is known in. and 
about Bloomington, the county seat, as the 
McEwen case.

rule. 

In a number of districts the people are 
actually starving. There is no work. The 
planters have no money to undertake cul- 
tivation. The banks will not lend them 
even a small amount. 

Stories are told of the immense oppor- 
tunities for capitalists, but for some rea- 
son they do not seem to come here. 

The municipalities have no funds and

take improvements. The markets are par- 
alyzed. The warehouses are full of tobac- 
co.

Utterly heartsick, the people gather at the 
wharves, gaze out on the water and beg of 
shipowners to take them anywhere. Thou- 
Sands are going to Hawaii, Cuba, San Do- 
mingo, Ecuador and other islands. Agents 
are picking up skilled young men and wom- 


en. 

The local press urges the government to 
take action at once to stop the exodus, 
The emigration to Ecuador has been prac- 
tically stopped because of the ill treatment 
received < those who have sought refuge 
there. Shipload after shipload of people 
are leaving for other places. 

As a result of the trip of the Porto Rico 
commission to Washington, owners have 
been allowed to place their own valuation 
on property. The tariff requirements havg 
been otherwise modified and less opposition 
is now made.

It cannot draw a salary 
for it has no hands. It has never been 
placed on the street department rolls as an 

‘§nspector, though it has inspected the pave- 
ment and railroad tracks of Twelfth street 
for years. It has gained no time, but it has 
@iso lost no time, and is exactly where 
it was three years ago. In this respect it 
fas the advantage of some branches olf 
the city government. 

Behind the big clock dial, with its figures 
to which no hands ever point, is a large 
bell, whose tones have never been heard 
in the City Hall. Whether the bell has 
deép, alarming tones or light and mellow 
Tesonance of a wedding jingle no one at 
the City Hall knows. Probably not a dozen 

ersons in the building know the bell is 
here, and if it should begin striking the 
hours some morning consternation would 
follow.

WAS IT PLAGIARISM 2 


NEW PHASB OF THE ORATORICAL 
CONTROVERSY. 


BISHOP HAS STRONG SUPPORT 


There Is Little Evidence to Show That 
the Oration Was Not His 
Own Prediction. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 6.—The latest de- 
velopments in the case of Emmet F. Bishop 
of Ravenwood, Mo., accused of plagiarizing 
the winning oration delivered by him at the 
inter-collegiate oratorical contest at Jeffer- 
son City before the last general assembly, 
puts a different light on the matter. 

The charge against him was made by 
Tarkio College, whose representative, E. H. 
Thompson, won second honor in the con- 
test. The evidence was deemed sufficient 


here, and Mr. Bishop was suspended from 
school while Mr. Thompson of Tarkio was 
declared the winner. 

The latter will, therefore, have the honor 
of representing Missouri University in the 
pending interstate contest at Des Moines. 
The evidence was considered conclusive 
against Bishop until the state oratorical 
association met in Kansas City Thursday 
to investigate the charge. Committees were 
there from Park, Tarkio, Central, and Wil- 
liam Jewel colleges and Missouri Universi- 
ty. After considering the evidence, reso- 
lutions were passed proclaiming the inno- 
cence of the accused, though conceding that 
as he was out of school he could not repre- 
sent Missouri in the interstate at Des 
Moines. 

The strongest evidence in favor of Mr. 
Bishop was his perfect willingness to sub- 
mit his oration to the most rigid investiga- 
tion both before and after the accusation 
was made. The oration entitled ‘“‘Christ or 
Cesar’’ was written by him in 1808, and 
he has since delivered it on three occa- 
sions. The oration from which he was ac- 
cused of plagiarising was entitled ‘‘War or 
Arbitration,’’ and was delivered here in | 
1886 by a-representative of Westminster 
College, M. H. Reaser, now president of 
Lindenwood College at St. Charles, Mo. 
When Mr. Bishop was informed of the 
charge against him, he sent his oration to 
President Reaser and requested him to 
state if there was any similarity. The lat- 
ter replied that there was some resem- 
blance between some sentences, but highly 
commended the writer for his evident sin- 
cerity in submitting the matter to him. 

Mr. Bishop was not accused of copying 
the entire oration as was at first reported, 
but only a number of sentences. 

The feeling manifested in Columbia. ts 
extraordinary. At the outset a Bishop and 
anti-Bishop faction was formed, and since 
there has been a general clamor of con- 
flicting opinion. The Bishop party has 
been greatly strengthened by the report 
from Kansas City and 1s searching for ad- 
ditional evidence of his innocence while 
the gees faction abides by the de- 
cision, suspending him from school. When 
questioned today on the matter, Mr. 
Bishop was inclined to be reserved. He 
simply said “I am not guilty of the 
charges against me. I will remain in 
Columbia and let matters take their course 
without taking active part myself.’’ 


MILLIONAIRE RICE’S BROTHER. 


Texas Administrator of the Deceased 
Dropped Dead on a Train 
of Apoplexy.

IIOUSTON, Tex., April 6.—Capt. Fred A. 
Rice, a prominent citizen of Houston, died 
suddenly ef apoplexy this afternoon on the 
train while returning from Galveston to 
this city. He was talking to a friend who 
was sitting beside him when he suddenly 
fell from his reat and expired immediately. 

The deceased was a brother of William 
Marsh Rice, the dead millionaire, for 
whose murder Albert T. Patrick is now on 
trial in New York. In what is known as 
the Baker wilh of the dead millionaire 
Capt. F. A. Rice was bequeathed $60, 
and a very much larger sum in the Pat- 
rick will. He had just been appointed 
permanent administrator of his prother’s 
estate in Texas, which is yalued at 
about $2,000,000. His death will reopen the 
question of the appointment of a perm@a- 
nent administrator for this immense e8- 
tate.

AUSTIN, Tex., April 6.—Atterntion is be- 
ing drawn to the rapid destruction of the 
forests in Texas, and an effort will be made 
to check it, and to inaugurate a scientific 
system of forestry which will result in the 
renewal of the vast resources of long leaf 
yellow pine and cypress. ‘ 

Already the supply of pine is running 
short enough to cause lumbermen to turn 
their attention to the marketing of other 
kinds, and the cypress is being brought 
forward as a substitute.

Of course some timber is growing up to 
take its place, but no one can imagine tnat 
this increases at any such rate as 1,000,090, 
000 feet yearly, or even the fourth of that 
amount. The capital will, therefore, be in- 
evitably exhausted even before the new 
century is half, or even, perhaps, one- 
third out. 

“Facts given in detail show conclusively 
that these forests are not able to hold out 
long against the present methods. 

a Fi ecause ir very many cases the 
land is stripped of every stick that van pos- 
sibly find a market. 

"2. Because for every tree that is cut 
for the mill, one to three or more saplin:ss 
or poles are destroyed or damaged by its 
fall and removal. 

*3. Because fire and pasturing, and lack 
of trees favorably situated for scattering 
seed, make it impossible to renew the 
stand from seedlings. This means that the 
forest will ‘plav out’ just as certainly as 
that a people will become extinct where 
fo children are born. 

“The dawn of a new era breaks upon us 
while we still have plenty of forests. It 
will be in time to save much for the fu- 
ware. . 

“The state can afford to take the lead 
in the movement. This matter of for- 
ests, just.as that of agriculture and graz- 
ing. is one affecting the general welfare 
too deenly to be left to private enterprise. 
It is one of the state's chief concerns. She 
may apply herself to it along two lines.

Dr. Douglas Maintains That Its Sharp

NEW YORK, April 6.—Christian Science 
Was the theme of the Rev. Thomas Doug- 
las, Ph.

“Christian Science is a new creed.” he 
gaid. ‘‘Up to the present time it has eclips¢d 
all other creeds of its kind for its boldness, 
audacity and unwarranted claims Mrs. 
Eddy, the founder, declares that she re- 
ceived it as a revelation from God. 

“In conversation with leading members of 
the Curistian Svience Churches in this city. 
I ventured to ask the question whether the 
followers of Mrs: Eddy helieved ‘luis. to 
which I received an affirmative reply. This 
Suggested another question, whether che 
Was regarded as more than a woman. The 
answer was @ qualified one, though a strong 
feeling was cherished by many that she 
was.” 

Dr. Douglas declared that it would be a 
waste of time to attempt an application of 
the commonest rules by which divine revela- 
tion and inspiration are tested to Mrs.

Will Wrestle ~ Adamson 
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The theater-going public is about to suffer 
a severe blow if the latest reports from 
New York are to be believed.

Robert 
has not yet consented to appear in this 
light. McGovern takes the part of a news- 
boy who surprises the audience by his 
great virtue inasmuch as he is supposed to 
knock the villain out after a heated en- 
counter. 

Anyone who has sat through the exquisite 
scenes from that thrilling drama the ‘‘Hon- 
est Blacksmith,” where one pugilistic star 
alone shines, can imagine three acts of four 
stars each on the same lines. 

The public has some ground for hoping 
that the contemplated deed will not be 
perpetrated and the lanky Cornishman is 
the rock on which their hopes are built. 
Fitz, it is thought, will, after being an 
“‘Honest Blacksmith” for so long, not want 
to pose as a “refined criminal,”’ as specified 
in the cast. It ts expected that Fitzsim- 
mon’s better instincts will prevail. 


On the posters, containing notices of the

Charles Haugh- 
ton, manager of the proposed match, ex- 
plains it as follows: 

“A tap lick means a last, desperate 
chance. It is, on a bigger scale, what a 
boy undertakes when he wants awfully bad 
to get over a wall; he hardly thinks he can 
and, to force himself to make the effort, 
throws his hat over.” 


What connection the phrase has with a 
wrestling match is quite as unfathomable 
as the phrase itself. Manager Haughton, 
who is said to be responsible for its use 
on the posters, says: 

“It means simply this. I have been in 
the promoting game in St. Louis for some 
time. I have never made anything out of 
it and I thought I wouldutz*e a chance 
and bring a championship match here and 
find out whether the city is simply not 
sporty or whether the {ndifference was due 
to the lack of first-class talent. I have 
erranged for a championship affair. If it 
does not succeed, nothing ever will in this 
city. If it wins, I win; if it loses, I lose— 
and I can’t afford to lose elther my repu- 
tation as a promoter or my money. Con- 
sidering the circumstances, I am taking 
a long chance—hence, a tap lick.”’

CHICAGO, April 6.—John W. Gates will 
retire soon from the office of Chairman of 
the American Steel and Wire Company and 
take a long trip abroad. He has just re- 


turned to Chicago from New York after an 
absence of three months, and said he ex- 
pected to resign as he felt that he had 
worked a good many years and ought to 
give younger men a chance. He will retire 
from active business for a while. 

Mr. Gates said the organization of the 
United States Steel Corporation had been 
a great success and expressed himself as 
strongly bullish on the steel stocks. 

“TIT think United States steel stocks will 
sell much higher,’ he said. ‘‘But I believe 
the general list—the railroad stocks—have 
gone about high enough.” 

The union of the principal steel com- 
panies, he said, would give stability to the 
market for iron and steel such as never 
has been known. 

“The concerns which were formed into 
the new consolidation,” he said, “repre- 
sent the active energy of the various iron 
and steel manufacturers of the country. 
I presume eventually that the company 
will have its own line of ocean vessels to 
handle its export products. 

“By maintaining present prices and oper- 
ating on an economical basis I think the 
company will earn from $100,000,000 to $125,- 
000,000 a year,’ said Mr. Gates. 

“TIT see no reason why the company can- 
not pay the interest on its bands, the div- 
idend on its preferred stock and 6 per cent 
on common stock from the start. The 
earnings of the various companies were 
something over $100,000,000 per annum, I 
believe last year they were $110,000,000, but 
by operating from an economical stand- 
point that will be made.”

The young men are Floyd Nahm, Harry 
ann, Willis Potter, Pleasant Potter and 

Oland Fitch. All five come of the most 
prominent families in Bowling Green and 
fo in the most select society. 

The young women mentioned tn the in- 
dictment as the ones for whom the young 
men came are Misses Lena Hopkins, Bessie 
Simpson. Florence Cottrell, Bessie Koyer 
- Ruth Haynes. None of them live in 

owling Green. 

The trial of the five tndicted men will not 
take place until the Se ptemoer term of the 
Warren County Circuit Court. The charge 
of assault with intent to «ill is a felony.

Fair site may be desirable to avoid a hold-up by land specula- 
The moment the site is located, prices of land available 
Will undoubtedly Speculators will probably buy un 
available sites within the city limits for the purpose of holding 
up the World’s Fa‘r company. The purchase of an availabl 
site of 500 or 600 acres may cost the World's Fair company an 
enormous sum-—-pcrhaps a tifth of the total capital, thus di- 
minishing to that extent the money available for buildings 
and improvements.

“T do not believe that 10 per cent of the 
Cubans cheerfully accept the Platt amend- 
ment which requires lat certain semi- 
suzerainty rights be ‘anted the United 
States. When I was ir Havana quits 
three-fourths of the delegates to the con- 
Stitutional convention were for its re- 
jection. 

“If it shall be accepted, it will be done, 
as one distinguished gentieman said to me 
in the same spirit and circumstances ver 
similar to those in which the citizen yield 
his purse to the robber who has him coy- 
ered with a pistol. ’ 

“The Cubans do not desire annexation 
Of course there are exceptions. The man 
who has a plantation to sell and hopes to 
find a buyer in the United States want it. 

“Sugar pianters want it because it will 
mean the free introduction of thelr sugars 
to the*markets of the United States. Others 
think it would mean full statehood at once. 
Without these advantages to inspire them, 
even this class of annexationists would 
disappear. 

“If annexation is eve brought about, the 
cane growers of Florida, Loulfsiana and 
‘Texas and the sugar beet growers of the 
North arid West will surely have to grow 
other crops. 

“The Cubans, as a rule, want absolute 
independence. But I was impressed with 
the idea that they do not expect it. They 
now and they say that they cannot suc- 
cessfully resist the wovernment of the 
United States, and they believe that the 
dominant party has decided to retain con- 
frol of the Isiand of Cuba at all hazards.”’

His Wife Says He Has Behaved Queer- 
ly Since the Loss of His Child 
by Death.

PARIS, Tex., April 6.—At today’s proceed- 
ings in the trial of the Choctaw Indians for 
killing an alleged witch for bringing men- 
ingitis into the tribe, the government un- 


dertook to show that the defendants were 
not impelled by religious frenzy, but by bad 
whisky. 

Liquor had been expressed from Paris to 
Grant for a sick man. Hotema sent for the 
whisky. It was claimed that he got drunk 
before committing the deed. The witnesses 
all testified that previous to the tragedy 
Hotema was quiet and peaceable, and be- 
loved by everybody. He had been a teacher 
and preacher for 20 years in the community 
and was a father to the orphans. 

Mrs. Hotema testified that after - his 
child's death he spent most of his time 
praying, crying, reading scripture and in- 
terpreting passages about witchcraft. He 
prayed that the witches might be over- 
come and found authority for killing the 
witches in the 18th verse of the 22d chapter 
of Exodus, which says, ‘Suffer not a 
witch to live.” 

He interpreted the story of Aaron’s rod 
turning into a serpent and other miracles 
of the Bible as acts of sorcery and witch- 
craft. The testimony shuwed that on Sun- 
day before the tragedy he preached a ser- 
mon to his congregation in which he de- 
clared that his people were going back to 
the practices of sorcery and witcheraft of 
old instead of following the white people, 
for they had recently seen witches in the 
form of balls of fire hovering near home.

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HOW IS THE DATE OF EASTER DETERMINED? 


An Intricate Mathematical Problem Explained 
for Sunday Post-Dispatch Readers. 


WHY THE FEAST IS MOVABLE AND A CAREFUL EXPOSITION OF THE MEANS BY WHICH THE 
DAY IS FOUND, WRITTEN BY THE PROFESSOR OF ASTRONOMY OF ST, LOUIS 


O YOU know how the date of Easter ts ascertained? 

[) Do you know if you were to desire to jearn the 

date of Easter Sunday of the year 1950, or any 

other year in the future, not one person in ten thousand 
could tell you? 

It is so. The location of 
problems in astronomy and mathematics. 
cause of all the annular festivals of the world Laster 
alone has no fixed date, but is Jocated according to the 
phases of the moon, in deference to a religious custom of 
many. centuries ago. If our Christmas and Thanksgiving 
days, our Fourths of July and our Washington birth- 
days were located by the moon’s phases as Easter is 
found, young America would spend a considerable portion 
of its echoo!] days mastering these few things. For dates 
dependent upon the moon’s phases are difficult of deter- 
mination. That is the reason one might nt half of St. 
Louis over and never find a person able to tell the date 
upon which Easter will fall in the St. Louls World’s Fair 
year.

HE location of Easter Sunday has been a theme for 
| T contention many hundreds of years. It has caused 
dissensions in church, state and the home.

The difficulties concerning the location of Easter in the 
early part of-the Christian era were not wholly those of 
our day. It is difficult for us to locate it, because there is 


no fixed calendar date upon which it Is to be celebrated, 
but a date dependent upon the phases of the moon and the

' added to this astronomical! difficulty of locating the day 
'a@ controversy as to the adoption of a general Easter day. 
‘The Christians, for instance, sought to locate their Easter 
eo it would not fall on the Easter day of the Jews, but in 
spite of their earnest deliberations the Christian and the 
Jewish Haster have many times fallen upon the same 
day and will continue to cross paths. 
The Christian festival of aster, as everyone knows, 
is to commemorate the resurrection of Our Lord. The 
crucifixion took place during the Jewish Pasch, or the 
| Passover, an annual feast, in which the Jews celebrated 
ithe anniversary of the day upon which their avenging 
‘angel passed over Egypt and afflicted their captors. Ac- 
cording to the Mogaic prescription, the Pasch was cele- 
brated, or rather the celebration began, on the l4th day of 
the first month. The Jewish months were lunar months— 
that is, they began with the new moon and ended with 
the next new moon. The yaar began with the beginning 
of spring, and the beginning of epring seems to have been 
determined by the state of the vegetation. The 14th day 
of the first month accordingly was always at the time of 
full moon, and the solemn events commemorated during 
our Eastertide occurred about the time of full moon. 
The festival of Easter was celebrated by the Ohristian 
church from its very inception, but there was great di- 
versity in the beginning about the date on.which it should 
be celebrated. In some localities the actual anniversary of 
the day was observed as a feast, in other localities the 
date was determined according to the prescription of the 
Mosaic law. A general council] at Nicaea in 825 ended 
both this diversity and all controversies arising therefrom 
by giving authoritative directions to the following effect: 
“The festival of Faster is to be celebrated on the Sun- 
day which occurs next after the first full moon after the 
beginning of spring.”’ 


If the moon becomes full upon the day on which spring 
begins, the Sunday after the next full moon is, of course, 
indicated by the directions. If the moon becomes full on 
a Sunday, the next Sunday similarly must be Easter day. 
‘The history of this controversy as to the loeation of 
Easter includes some amusing storles of the insistence 
of people upon one belief and another. A story is told of 
a Kuropean of prominence who celebrated Easter every 
year on the very same day on which his wife celebrated 
Palm Sunday. Ancther story is told of a devout old couple 
in Germany who refused to abide by a new church decree 
relative to Easter. The decree ‘altered the date, and’on 
the day they were accustemed to going to the Haster 
services the old people waiked from their home to the 
church. They found the church closed and no Easter 
service in progress. The old gentleman beat upon the 
door with his stout stick and demanded admittance, and 
wtlen there was no response from the uninhabited church 
the old pecpie retraced their steps to celebrate Easter 
at home. 

The “beginningrof spring” specified in the Nicene direc- 
tions is the instant in which the sun’s center is vertically 
above the earth's equator, or it is the time of the vernal 
equinox. In the present knowledge of the arrangement of 
the solar system and our calendai this event occurs on 
the 20th or 21st day of March, according to the longitude 
in which the observer happens to be, but modified by 
another cause which will appear presently. 

There is another cifcumstance which makes it some- 
what difficult to give general directions for knowing 
when spring begins to those who cannot determine it by 
astronomical observations, and it is this: If a whole 
number of days intervened between two successive vernal 
equinoxes, this entire number of days could be so divided 
among the twelve months that the equinox would always 
oceur at the same time of the same day of the same 
month. As a matter of fact, the number of‘days in our 
year, as determined by the course of the sun, is a whole 
number of days and gome hours, minutes and seconds, 
being 365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes and 46 seconds. Hence 
{tis quite evident that the vernal equinox cannot occur at 
the samé hour of the same date, even if the observer has 
not changed his residence during the year. The first 
pretty successful compromise in this matter was made by 
the Roman general, Julius Cesar, before the beginning of 
the Christian era. He assumed the actual length of the 
year to be 865 days and 6 hours, and decreed that every 
year should have 865 days, but that the fourth year 
should have 856 days, to take account of the six odd hours 
omitted from the reckoning of each of the preceding 
three- years, together with the same six hours due to the 
fourth year, since known as the Leap Year. 


T'his Julian rule was adopted by the church, but as time 
went on it became more and more noticeable that the be- 
ginning of spring according to the Julian rule, and the 
real beginning of spring, as indicated by the visible course 
of the sun, were drifting further and further apart. This 
Was, of course, due to the fact that Cesar had assumed 
the year to be more than 11 minutes longer than it really 
was. The Easter festival in consequence was ap- 
proaching the summer time. 

Pope Gregory XIII undertook to rectify this matter, or 
to bring back the festival of Easter to the time intended 
by the Nicene rule. Easter was brought back to the 
proper time by the papal decree, ordaining that the day 
next after the 4th of October, 1583, should be called the 
15th of October instead of the ith. This discarded the 10 
days, by which the Julian reckoning had outrun the sun 
during the 12 centuries since the council of Nicaea. To 
prevent the recurrence of such an error, the following 
Leap Year rule is now in force: 

“Every year whose number is exactly divisible by 4 is 
to be Leap Year, but if the year is divisible by 100 exactly, 
it is to be a common year, unless the year is divisible by 


400, when it is again to be’a Leap Year.” 

This rgle determined by a commigesion of mathema- 
ticlans appointed by Pope Gregory, will keep the begin- 
ning of spring in the immediate neighbrahood of March 
20 or 21 for many thousand years to come. 

The most troublesome factor involved in the Nicene 
rule is the determination cf the time of the full moon. Our 
“months” are slightly distorted remnants of the oris- 
inally intended true lunar months, which would begin 
with one new moon ahd end with the next. The interval 
from new moon to new moon is 29 days, 12 hours, 44 min- 
utes and seme seconds—12.369 of such moons are equiv- 
alent to one solar year. Hence in two successive years 
the dates of the full moons will be about 11 days apart. 
If it were just 11 days, or any other number of entire 
days,\a rule for finding the date of any full moon iin any 
year could be readily formulated, but it is 11 days and a 
fraction. The mathematical elements involved in the 
actual calculation are extremely numerous, and the his- 
tagy of the process covers several thousand years. 

Here is a rule for finding the date of Easter in any year, 
It is adapted from Chambers’ Descriptive Astronomy (Ox- 
ford, 1877) and represents a great deal of hard thinking 
and earnest effort upon the part of the person who de- 
vised it. It is, so far as I know, the only means by which 
Easter may be determined by persons unfamiliar with 
astronomy or the older and more complex rules for lo- 
cating the day in use many years ago. It is simple. It 
looks difficult, but anyone may understand by reading 
closely: 

1. Add 1 to the number of the year in which you want to 
locate Easter (in locating Easter for next year, 1902, add 
l ard we get 1903.) 

2. Divide the number of the yea by 4; neglect the re- 
mainder and keep the quotient. (In our example the 
number of the year is 1902. Dividing it by 4 we get 475. 
The remainder is 2; 475 is the quotient. We throw away 
the 2 and keep the 475.) 

8. Take 16 from the centurial number of the year, if pos- 
sible. Keep remainder. (The centurial number of the year 
in our éxample is 19. Taking 16 from it we have left 3, 
which we keep.) 

4. Divide the result of the third rule by 4; neglect re- 
mainder and keep quotient. (After applying third rule 
to our example we had 3. Dividing 3 by 4 we get 0. This 
is the quotient. The remainder is 3, which we neglect.) 

5. Subtract the result of the third rule from the com- 
bined results of rules 1, 2 and 4. Keep remainder. (In our 
example the result of rule 8 was 3. The combined results 
of rules 1, 2 and 4 was 1908 plus 475 plus 0, making 2378. 
By subtracting 3 from this we get 2375. 

6. Divide by 7 the result of rule 5; neglect quotient and 
keep remainder. (In our example the result of rule 6 was 
2375. Dividing this by 7 we get 339, with a remainder of 2. 
We Keep only the remainder.) ‘ 

7. Subtract the result of rule 6 from the figure 7. This 
will give the number of the Dominical letten (Never mind 
what the Dominical letter is; it’s another story and a long 
one. Go ahead and follow the rules.) In our example the 
result of rule 6 was 2. Subtracting 2 from 7 leaves us 6. 
Here are the Dominical letters and their numbers:

(So our Dominical letter, the result of rule 7 being 5, is 
E.) 

8 Divide the result of rulel by 19. Keep the remainder, 
If there is no remainder keep 19 as the remainder. The 
remainder as described is the Golden Number. (Never 
mind what the Golden Numbers are. Another story. 
Suffice it to say that one Thales, a Greek, devised the 
Golden Numbers when the calendar was being arranged, 
and that for his ingenuity the Greeks raised to him a 
marble column, with his numbers inlaid in gold. But to 
return to our example: The rule says to divide the result 
of rule 1 by 19. The result of rule 1 In our example was 


1803. Dividing It by 19, we get 100, with a remainder of 3. 
This 3 ts the Golden Number.) 

9 From the centurial number of the year subfract 17. 
Divide the remainder by 25. Neglect remainder and keep 
the quotient. (In our example the centurial number is 
19. Subtracting 17, we have 2. Dividing 2 by 25 gives 
us 0. The remainder is 2, which is neglected.) 

10. Subtract the result of rule 9, plus 15, from the cen- 
turial figures. Divide the result by 3. Neglect the re- 
mainder; keep. the quotient. (The result of rule 9 was 0. 
By adding 15 to it we get 15. The centurial figure in our 
example is 19. ‘Subtracting 15 from it we have 4. Divid- 
ing this by 3 we get 1 and a remainder of 1. We keep 
the quotient, which is 1.) 

11. To the result of rule 8 add ten times the result of 
rule 8 minus¢1. Divide the sum by 3. Neglect the quo- 
tient, and keep the remainder. (ln our example the result 
of rule 8 was 3. Minus 1, it is 2. Multiplied by 10, it is 
20, and added to the result of rule 8 {t is 23. Divided by 
30, it gives 0, with a remainder of 23. We keep the re. 
mainder.) 

12. Add the results of ruleg 11, 10 and 4. Subtract from 
the sum the result of rule 3. Divide by 30. Neglect quo- 
tient. Keep remainder. If the remainder is 24 make it 
25. If the remainder is 26 make it 26. In case the Golden 
Number (the result of rule 8) ig greater than 11. If the 
remainder.is 0 make it 80. The result of all this is the 
Epact, a calendar key. (In our example this is easier 
than the rule indicates. We add the results of rules 10, 11 
and 4. This gives us 24. Subtracting the result of rule 3 
from the sum we get 21. Dividing this by 30, we get 0, 
with a remainder of 21. This is the epact.)

This is the number of days after the beginning of March 
on which Easter will occur in 1902 Thirty days after the 
beginning of March will be March 30.

Last year a peculiar circumstance occurred. At full 
moon, sunrise and moon rise are of coursé 18 hours 
apart. This happened last year at some time near 3 
a. m., on Sunday, the 15th of April, if'we reckon by Green- 
wich time, and strictly astronomical figures. Hence, ac- 
cording to the Nicene rule, Easter should apparently 
have been on the Sunday next following. But 8 a m. 
Greenwich time is 9 p. m. of the day before for St. Louis. 
Hence for the whole of America, and-far into the At- 
lantic, Easter as determined by the ecclesiastical] reckon- 
ing fell on the date accofding to the’ prescription. As- 
tronomers find it extremely difficult to determine the 
moon's place at any time, even when the time ig not three 
centuries away; secondly, astronomers of the present day 
have at their disposal the accurate observations of three 
centuries, which the calculators employed by Gregory 
XIII lacked, hence it is remarkable that the plan they 
devised tn 1582 can be relied on within such @ very slight 
margin of error..

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WILD ANIMALS IN THE WEST. 


Four Men Killed in the Hunt, But Colin Campbell, Ranch- 
man, Cleared the Neighborhood of Marauding Beasts. 


DRAGOON, Ariz., March 28.

H® greatest round-up and slaughter 
of wild beasts ever known in the 
southwest has just been finished on 

the Colin Campbell ranch, close to the 
Mexican border. 

As a result, four men are dead, clawed to 
@eath by grizzlies, and more than fifty 
others are nursing wounds received from 
their maddened prey, and dozens of dogs, 
‘the best hunters in the territory, are dead. 

To offset this loss the ranchmen and the 
Indians who helped them have the pelts of 
five grizzlies, 13 mountain lions, 12 lynx and 
more than three hundred other wild ani- 
mals. 

The Campbell ranch is one of the largest 
in the territory. Most of it lies in the foot- 
hills of the Caliuro range; between them, 
the Dragoon mountains and the Huachuch 
reservation. There water holes are plenty, 
the grazing is good and the cattle have done 
well. 

A cattleman expects some loss from wild 
animals. Even the most watchful cowboys 
cannot kill all the wandering lfons and 
coyotes which are prowling around, looking 
for a chance to gobble up a stray calf or 
yearling. So the owner comes to figure on 
@ certain percentage of loss. 

But this year things were worse than 
had ever been known. The food on which 
lions and grizzlies had been accustomed 
to subsist seemed to fail and the wild 
beasts came down from the mountains itn 
numbers never before known. Their prey 
was the young cattle of the many scat- 
tered herds, and not a day passed but the 
fence riders reported that dozens of calves 
and yearlings had been killed. The force 
of men on guard over the wattle was nearly 
doubled, but though the cowboys killed 
many of the marauding animals they could 
not stop the losses. 

The Campbell ranch ts owned by a stock 
company, nearly-all of the capital being 
held in the East and the superintendent 
knew that if the losses kept on there 
would be no dividend. So he bought more 
firearms. But this did no good. 

Then the superintendent decided that 
something more effective had to be resort- 
ea@ to. So he called In Charley Montgom- 
ery and asked him for advice. 

If there is anyone in Arizona able to set- 
tle trouble, Montgomery is the man. He 
has a reputation all over the southwest 
as a famous hunter and fighter. As a scout 
he had few equals, and when Crook was 
carrying on his campatgr’ against § the 
Apaches, Charley Montgamery was his 
chief of scouts. 

The old veteran advocated s hure round- 
up of all the “varmints” on the rance. 
That was the only way he knew to kill 

them off. The advile was accepted and 
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Montgomery was asked to carry out the 
plan. 
Montgomery called all the cowboys who 


‘could be spared from the range work. Then 


he went over to the Pima reservation and 
bargained for 100 of the best bucks, 

The Pimas have been having a hard time 
to make a living and they were glad of a 
chance to make a little money, even if the 
opportunity for a big hunt had not been 
joined with it. 


Two days later the Indlans appeared un- 
der Antonio Herme, a former chief. When 
they got there everything was ready and 
that night every man got as much ammuni- 
tion as he could carry. 

Before daybreak in the morning Montgom- 
ery was ready to begin. With his Indians 
and cowboys he had nearly 150 men—real 
men, too, not a make-belleyve among them. 
Every one was a good shot, and not @ one 
but would be willing to tackle anything 
that might come his way. 

His plan was to start at the mouth of the 
valley, below which no wild beasts would 
be found during the day, and to advance up, 
scaring and driving what animals they 
should come across ahead into a box canon— 
@ rocky cul-de-sao with precipitious walis 
which fromed the end of the valley. 

The plan succeeded, but at a terrible cost, 
The number of grizziies and mountain lions 
was beyond what he had figured. 


As the men started up the country the 
dogs ran about without finding any beasts, 
They had been out half an hour before the 
first coyote showed himself and he was 
dropped before he mide three jumps, After 
the start, though, things began to get live- 
ly. Coyotes by the score were frightened 
from their hiding places. Many were driven 
ahead of the men, or when they tried to 
escape were shot or pulled down by the 
dogs. There were nearly two hundred of 
these in the game. 

The hunt had been on for more 
than four hours before the first grizzly 
was seen. He had been roused by the coy- 
otes and was trotting up the valley. Shots 
were taken at him apparently without ef- 
fect. 


At first’ but few of the flecing animals 
had been in «ight of the hunters, but as 
the valley grew narrower they were forced 
more from cover. Then it was seen that 
there were several grizziies and a number 
of Togs, and the hunters made up their 
minds that the round-up would not end 
without trouble, 

In a few minutes one of the grizzlies de- 
cided that a climb up the steadily nar- 
rowing canon was better than fight. So 
he tried It. Jose Pacherto and Juan Rojas 
staried after him. The course of the big 
brute kept him hidden much of the time 
by loose boulders. 

be Indians on foot, with knives and ri- 
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Almost instantaneously they fired at him, 
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but the bullets did not kill, and in a mo 
ment he was upon them. 


The bear seized Rojas, and with one sweep 
of the paw tore him open from the left 
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had he not stumbled over the rocks. But he did, end 
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ERUSALEM is a shrine, not a 
city,’’ said Dr. James Buchanan 
Nies. ‘“‘The eyes of Moslem, Chris-

» for there is the center of their 

sacred associations. 

‘To the Moslem the city ts sanctified, not 
only as the holy place made sacred by hav- 
ing held David, Solomon and Jesus, all 
revered by the followers or Mahomet, but 
it was from here, the site of the Temple 
of Solomon, where now stands the mosque, 
*Dome of the Rock.’’ that Mahomet was 
solid to have ascended to heaven. 

“To the Christian it is sanctified by the 
recollection that in Jerusalem Jesus passed 
the last week of his life, and that there he 
was crucified and rose from the dead. 

‘To the Jew it is holy because it was not 
only the capital of the southern kingdom 
of Judah, but there was the Temple of 
Solomon, the wonder of the ancient world, 
for the restoration of which the orthodox 
Jew prays especially on the Passover.” 

These ‘are the reasons assigned by Dr. 
Nies for the overcrowding of Jerusalem, 
which was forced upon his notice when he 
was present in that city {n Easter time, 
Dr. Nies, it will be remembered, is the 
clergyman who has been exploring Pales- 
tine for the purpose of excavating its his- 
toric sites. 

“To understand the crowds and follow 
the clew of the various celebrations taking 
place at this time,” said Dr. Nies, ‘“‘it is 
necessary to remember that the population 
of Jerusalem is heterogeneous. There are 
within its walls Fellaheen, Arabs, Greeks, 
Russians, Jews, English, Germans, French 
and Americans. In Jerusalem are a num- 
ber of Catholio churches preserving the 
organization of the apostolic succession. 
Besides the Catholics represented by the 
Franciscan monks and the Dominicans 


there are the Greek Catholics, Maroniftes, 
the Syrian, or Jacobite Church; the Coptle 
and Abyssinian, the Armenian, the Rus- 
slan Church and the Greek Church proper, 
for though the Russian Church claims to 
be Greek the Greek Church proper Is sep- 
arate ahd distinct therefrom. There are 
separate patriarchs, bishops and priests for 
each of these denominations, and the 
rivalry often runs high between them. 
“The ceremonies at Easter in the Catho- 
lic churches are much like those to which 
we are accustomed in America, and there- 
fore lack any special interest for the visi- 
tor, but the Greeks observe Easter in the 
ancient, original fashion, refusing to ac- 
cept the Catholic ritual. The Greek Church 
occupies a commanding position at Easter; 
the other churches, such as the Armenian 
and the Coptic, act in harmony with it, 
celebrating Faster at the time set by the 
ireek Church, not that of the Latin. 
“This year, for instance, Palm Sunday 
of the Greek Church corresponds with the 
Faster Sunday of the Latin Church, so 
that the Greek Faster does not occur until 
April 14. It sometimes happens that Easter 
of the Greeks is an entire month later 
than that of the Catholic Church, and 
while the Latins are rejoicing on the Feast 
of the Resurrection the Greeks are plunged 
in the depths of the observance of Lent. 
“The predominance of the Greeks at Jeru- 
salem is chiefiv due, not merely to the 
preservation of ancient traditions as to the 
ceremonials connected with Lent and 
Easter, but to the actual possession of the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, the central 
Christian shrine of all Jerusalem. It will 
be remembered that during the Crusades 
the Catholic Church gained possession. of 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, expelling 
the Greek Church, which had so long held 
this shrine, but after the fire which took 


place In this church In 1808 the Greeks 
turned the tables on the Western church, 
and since that time the Catholics have had 
few privileges within the edifice. The Cop- 
tic Church has secured the right to use 
some of the corners of the buildings as 
chapels. 

“Coincident with the Easter festival the 
Mohammedans also celebrate a feast called 
Neby Mousa, the Prophet Moses. It is 
claimed that this feast was devised at the 
close of the Crusades and has been ob- 
served for five or six hundred years only, 
as an offset to the Christian Easter. The 
Arabs saw that the Christian pilgrims 
crowded Jerusalem at Easter and they 
feared some anti-Moslem outbreak, so the 
feast Neby Mousa was devised. It is a pil- 
grimage and festival in honor of Moses, 
which starts in the shape of a procession 
which leaves the mosque, ‘Dome of the 
Rock,’ on the site of the ancient temple, 
and proceeds to a Moslem shrine on the 
edge of the Jordan, 
Moses is supposed to rest. This is near the 
Dead Sea, opposite Mount Nebo, where 
Moses died, according to the biblical narra- 
tive. 


“There is no historical basis for the sug- 
gestion that the tomb of Moses is covered 
by the Moslem shrine, for curiously enough 
the Mohammedans themselves state that 
their authority for the selection of this spot 
as the tomb of Moses rests upon the vision 
of a Greek monk, who claimed that in his 
dream@ghe saw the angels bear the body of 
Moses from its hidden tomb on Mount Nebo 
to this spot on the western side of the Jor- 
dan, where the Mohammedan mosque now 
stands. 

“The fact of the slight historical basis 
for this shrine does not, however, influence 
the observance of the festival Neby Mousa, 
which is observed with great solemnity by 
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where the body of | 
'summated his divine plan of redeeming the 
ihuman race. 


the Arabs. Leaving Jerusalem, they march 
to the shrine, about a day’s journey, and a 
week is spent in the festivities connected 
with the pilgrimage. The sight of the pro- 
cession as it starts from Jerusalem is 
strange, if not impressive. 

‘There is no semblance of order in the In- 
discriminate mob that comes through the 
streets to the strains of all kinds of ancient 
primitive instruments, played in all kinds 
of time and tune. The Mohammedan pil-

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CHINESE VIEW OF THE CHRISTI

‘ From China to the United States. 

N the Christian churches of all nations 
| Easter is celebrated as the day on 
which the Great Teacher, the Jesus 
Christ, rose from the dead and thereby con- 
Since Easter is so indissolubly 
associated with the life of the founder of 
the Christian religion, one would naturally 
assume that it is a purely Occidental festl- 
val, having its origin in the West and being 
confined in observance to Caucasian coun- 
tries. Yet, strangely enough, in several of 
the countries of the Oriegt, in India, in 
Japan, in China, we find religious festivals 
bearing a wonderful resemblance—festivals 
that were observed by pious people thou- 
sands of years before the beginning of the 


Christian era laid the foundations of west- 
ern civilization and power. 


The festival of Indla analogous to the 
Christian Easter is called the ‘Feast of 
Buddha;”’ in Japan it is named the ‘Feast 
of the Higon,’’ while in my country we 
term our great springtime celebration ‘“‘The 
Ancestral Worship.”’ All these hoildays 
have deep religious significance, and yet 1 
think I may safely say all that. have their 
origin in the spirit of thankfulness and re- 
joicing, that wherever man lives, has ever 
greeted the death of winter and the dawn 
of spring. In this sense I think that Easter, 
the Higon, the Ancestral Worship, are all 
more than mere church days—they are 
man's spontaneous outpouring of gratitude 
to nature, alike beneficent mother of both 
Occident and Orient. 

The Chinese ancestral worship, like 
Easter, is a movable festival, It is always 


still in a state of existence, where they can 


affect our lives for either blessing or bane?” 


Do I believe that the dead can rise again? 
Ah, what can I say? What can I know? 
There is nothing in the lore of eastern re- 
ligions to conflict with such a hope. Almost 
every falth of the Orient has for its founda- 
tion the theory of a risen Redeemer. And 
yet who can make answer to these momen- 
tous questions? The learning of the ages 


stands haffled before the problem whose 
terms the youngest child can understand, 
but whose authoritative answer is beyond 
the power of the greatest scholar. 

I bethink myself of the words of the great 
Confucius: ‘“‘While you do not know about 
life how can you know about death?” Im- 
mortality is the hope of the human race; it 
is the most attractive feature of the Chris- 
tian teaching, yet how can we know that it

is true? Man dies, but he returns not to tell 
us his experience. I may be that somewhere 
there is “a western elysium of bliss," In 
which the faithful have been taught to be- 
lieve. I hope that there is: I hope that the 
principle of your Easter celebration is 
founded on fact and that the Great Teach- 
er, the Jesus Christ, did rise from the tomb, 
for if it is true it is the most beneficent 
of all teaching the world has ever known. 
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held some time during the months of March 
or April, but the day varies, there being 
often as much as a month’s difference be- 
tween the exact date of successive annual 
celebrations. 

The people of the East have many more 
holidays and festivals than the people of 
the West. This, in part, at least, is prob- 
ably due to the radical difference in temper- 
ament. The bustling business man of Eu- 
rope or America could ill afford to spare 
time from his wealth-amassing pursuits 
merely to pay tribute to the memory of 
some hero of antiquity, dead perhaps for 
centuries. 


In China we live more in the past. We 
are proud of our glorious history, our 
splendid antiquity, our great traditions. We 
do not consider our deities and heroes as 
merely memories; they are to us potent 
living actualities, exercising an important 
influence over every act of our lives. Consec- 
quently we venerate our great; we celebrate 
our church festivals, the birthdays of our 
saints and heroes, the anniversaries of fa- 
mous events in oyr history, and above all 
we pay tribute to the memory of our de- 
parted ancestors. 

I judge that a deep religious sentiment 
governs the Christian observance of Easter, 
and in that particular our ancestral 
worship is similar to it. The people of the 
Occident, I find, are apt to think that we 
people of Oriental countries are far behind 
them in many things, and perhaps we are 
—in some things; they feel that they have 
all to teach and we all to learn—perhaps we 
have: but I am inclined to think that tin 
deference to old age, and in filial respect at 
least, that the western world might learn 
with profit from us. Our ancestral worship 
is an outgrowth of these things. The fifth 
commandment of the Christian decaloguo is 
our first, ‘““Thou shalt honor thy father 
and mother,.”’ and no sin in the eyes of the 
pious Chinese is so heinous as that of dis- 
obedience or disrespect to parents. 

This filial piety is the fundamental virtue 
of our social life, and the respect which a/! 
son shows his father does not end with life, 
but is still shown to his memory long after 
his death. Nor is the deference merely an 
individual custom. Time has hallowed it 
into a great national festival. 

My people are what the Christian of to- 
day would call superstitious, but what the 
courteous St. Paul would have termed very 
religious. In other words, the bellefa of the 
Chinamen are not mere cloaks to be donned 
on ‘certain occasions and laki aside at will. 
but are controlling forces that govern his 
every act. So he Is careful to observe every 
detall of his dogma.

!OWERS OF SPRING YOU CAN FIN 


By COLTON RUSSELL, an Enthusiastic Amateur 
Botanist of St. Louis. 


last, A few warm sunny days 

about the middle of March induced 
the wild plants to appear above ground and 
the flower buds on many trees to open and 
take their first peep at the new year. This 
time, however, they ventured too soon and 
only to be repressed and blasted by two 
weeks of cold, biting winds. 

In our somewhat capricious climate a late 
spring is a great blessing to vegetation. 
Everything is now ready to burst forth. A 
day or two of warm weather would bring a 
quick and glorious transformation to the 
landscape. 

A giance at the first wild flowers to ap- 
pear in the vicinity of St. Loufs may in- 
clude such as bloom the first month, say 
from the middle of March to the middle of 
April. In normal years the first week in 
‘April is the time for a great many plants to 
bloom; previous to this time, and dependent 
on the weather, a few herbs and several 
trees put out their flowers. These are dis- 
tinguished from the later plants as prever- 
nals. 

Taking-them in the order of their appear- 
ance we may. perhaps not inappropriately, 
introduce the first plant of the year to bloom 
in Missouri, though not found much nearer 
to St. Louls than Iron Mountain. so. far as 
I know: the witch hazel, hamamelis ‘.vir- 
giniana. This interesting shrub seems ready 
to flower at any time during the winter that 
@ warm day or two will permit. I have seen 
it in flower in January, from which time it 
blooms: until. April. 
south of Missouri I have seen no other plant 
in bloom until March except two that may 
be faund throughout the southern states in 
flower every month in the year. In: shel- 
tered places during exceptionally mild win- 
ters the same is true even in St. Louis. 
These are two commonly despised weeds, 
yet of more interest to nature lovers 
than many far more showy plants. One 
of these is the biquitous Shepherd’s purse 
(capsella bursa-pastaris). The other is the 
common chickweed (stellaria media), Both 
are European plants that, ike so many of 
our commonest. weeds, have followed in 
the whitemdn’s footsteps; like him, too, 
crowding out the natives and taking pos- 
session of the soil. 

With these we may mention another in- 
troduced plant, the common-dandelion (tar- 
axacum officinale), springing up every- 
where by the wayside and in grassy places, 
suggestive of Longfellow’s “Stars that in 
Earth's Firmament do Shine."" Although 
anything but inspiring except to those haPpy 
few who often see the most perfect and 
accordant beauty in the commonest and 
most despised of nature’s wildlings, botan- 
fealliy the dandelion is in many ways a 
most interesting plant, and quite recently 
was chosen by Mr. Norton as the subject of 
an evening’s discourse before the Engle- 
mana Botanical Club. 

Coming now to our native plants we first 
observe that in general they are not so 
obtrusive as those above mentioned aliens, 
that push their way in where they are sel- 
dom wanted. 

The harbinger of spring (esugenia bulb- 
osay is the first of our native herbaceous 
plants to come into flower. A retiring:in- 
conspicuous little plant with delicate blue- 
ish-white flowers. It is by no means well- 
known, and must be sought in rich woods, 
About ten years ago it was plentiful in the 
wilderness in Forest Park, and still some 
few manage to eke out a precarious exist- 
ence. Like so many others that found 
that delightful bit of the primeval forest so 
well adapted to their lives, many have 
been eradicated altogether. At the same 
time the harbinger appears we may see the 
hepatica or liver-leaf hepatica.acutiloba in 
flower, This is one of the ‘very few herbs 
that are avergreen, its leaves withering 
about the time it comes in bloem. It is very 
local, and only to be found here on lime- 
stone cliffs and banks with a northern as- 
pect. Meramec Highlands is the best place 
near town to see it.

Even in the extreme. 


A delicate little plant and everywhere 4 
great favorite is houstonia minima, some- 
times called bluets or innocence, although 
this belongs to Houstonia coerulea, which 
does not get quite as far north as St. Louts. 
Our plant generally grows in open, bare 
or grassy places: it ig quite common about 
Iron Mountain and Pilot Knob. I have 
seen large areas of the bare places in the 
mountains colored blue by these little 
plants. It is almost everywhere accompa- 
nied by a lttle white crucifer, whitlow 
grass, draba brashycarpa, very com- 
mon in Forest Park. Two other drabas 
flower here at the same time are draba 
carolinjana, common in ‘sandy fields, and 
best seen on the hills above the [linols 
Bluffs, and draba cuneifola, seen a little 
later and about rocky places. 


On: high open places may be sometimes 
found the androsace androsace accidentalis, 
scarcely as long as its name. It is quite 
local. 

It should, perhaps, be noted here that 
the above five little plants are annuald. 


With these exceptions al! other early plants - 
are perennials and get their early start by 


reason of having some means of storing up 
nutrition, efther a bulb, tuber or variotis 
other means of living for a while independ- 
ent of adverse weather or other cireum- 
stances. Why the above seemingly/ deli- 
cate. little plants get such an early start 


I do not know, but evidently if they waited’ 


longer they would have no chanée at all, 
but would be overwhelmed, cloked and 
smothered out of being by ranker growing 
herbage. é' 

The commonest of our early plants is 
the small-flowered crowfost (ranunculus 
abartivies) noteworthy forthe great diver- 
sity in form of its leaves/ It prefers open 
places, but is found everfwhere. It is ren- 
resented in rich woodsiby R. micranthus, 
which, to the nonbotanjst, is undistinguish- 
able from the other. The early sedge 
(carex varia) is common, preceding other 
sedges by at least*two weeks. 


Many trees burst into bloom at the same 
early periods as these herbs. Most of them 
are common and-so well Known that a mere 
mention will suffice. It may, however, be of 
some interest to say that the best time to 
note the distribution. of the several] species 
of treeg'is ‘now, whén so many are in bloom 
and unobscured by leaves. Again, {n au- 
tumn, when each species wears its charac- 
teristic hue. At present should one stand on 
an eminence, such as one of the hills along 
the Meramec, overlooking large stretches of 
lowland we can often distinguish every elm, 
red and other maples, ash and sometimes 
others almost as far as we can see. 

In flower at the same time we find the 
common elm (ulmus Americana), the slip- 
pery elm (ulmus fulva), the red maple 
(acer rubrum), the silver maple (a dasycar- 
pum), the sugar maple (a saccaharinum), 
the black sugar maple (a nigrum), the ash- 
leaved maple or box elder (a negunde), the 
white ash (fraximus Americana) and the 
black ash (f. sambucifolia). Some of the 
catkin bearers are among the earliest. The 
aspen (populus tremuloldes), with its showy 
big red catkina, two or three willow (salix 
wardii and s. amydaloides), 

The alder, so plentiful in Forest Park, is 
there ‘planted, not reaching quite so far 


north as St, Louis. The hazel nut (carylus 
Americana) is common in thickets. The 
aromatic sumac (rhus aromatica), found 
on high hills, ts the first shrub to flower, 
although in rich woods we may find the 
spice bush (lindera benzoni) blooming 
about the same time, and well known later 
by reason of the fragrance its leaves radi- 
ate for some distance around. The papaw 
(asomina triloba), along streams, and the 
June berry (amelanchier canadensis), in 
rocky woodlands, common a few miles from 
St. Louis, stil] have a lonesome representa- 
tive or two in Forest Park. A little later 
the woods are gay with the red bud (cercis 
canadensis) and the wild plum (prunus 
Americana), | 

I have some unfading impressions of large 
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stretches of lowland leafiless woods along 
the Meramec and elsewhere, colored 
@ beautiful pink and intersperged 
with white masses of wild plum blossoms. 
The wild gooseberry is now in bloom, and 
is the first to burst into leaf. 

Many of the above bring us well along 
into April. Numerous other herbs are out 
now. Going to a piece of undisturbed wood- 
land, and you may find many such places 
not far from St. Louis—the neighborhood of 
Creve Coeur Lake is, perhaps, the most 
promising—we find the bloodroot sanguin- 
aria canadensis) whitening the ground in 
many places, the Dutchman’s breeches, the 
cut-leaved toothwart. The small-flowered 
carydalis, with C. aureum and C. flavulum— 
the latter very abundant. 

In some places we find the golden seal 


(hydrastes canadensis), the blue wood 
violet (viola palmata), the common blue 
violet (v. cucullata), the downy yellow vio- 
let (v. pubescens), the pale violet (v. 
striata), which sometimes forms a beautiful 
cross with the blue violets; alse the two 
trilllums, trilllum -recarnation and t. 
sessile, and the common: buttercup or crow- 
foot (ranusculus septentrionale) and jack- 
in-the-pulpit (arisaema triphyllum). 

The wild ginger (asarum canadensis) is 
a curious and interesting plant; there is a 
patch about a yard square still left in 
Forest Park. If you find it, leave it alone. 
It is common out of town. 

Leaving the lowland for the open upland 
woods, we cannot do better than return to 
Forest Park. There, scattered everywhere, 


-we will again find the common blue violet, 


the spring beauty (claytoma vergemana) 
and the rue anemone (anéemonella thalict- 
wides); more restricted in extent is the 
larkspur (delphmiun tricasne), the _ tri- 
colored violet (v. tenella), the two veron- 
icas (veronica peregrina and varnensis). 
the mouse-eared chickweed (cereastium vul- 
gatum) and the everlasting antennarila 
plantaginifolla—in moist open places we 
find the spring anens (geum vernum) 
and the yellow anens (g. stric- 
tum, the pepper cress cardamine 
hersuta) and occasionally c. bulbosa. The 
curious little mousetail myosurus minimus 
is very common. ' 

Two of our most beautiful plants may be 
introduced here, although they should have 
been included in the woodland plants. The 
common dog’s tooth violet, which fs not a

violet but our commonest lily, and the bell- 
wart (unularia grandifiora), once common 
in Forest Park, but not seen for some years, 
I believe. 

On dry exposed places on the higher hilis 
of the Illinois bluffs but chiefly along the 
Meramec are found several several plants 
some of Hmited distribution. The ground 
plum (astragalus Mexicanus) is conspicuous 


and a favorite rendevous for early insects. © 


Leavenworthia michauxil is occasionally 
found. The beautiful large bird's foot vio- 
let (v. pedata) Is plentiful. The large flow- 
ered verbena, blooming from now until the 
frost comes next fall. The wild hyacinth 
(camassia fraseris) the yellow false gariic 
(nothoscardum striatum), sometimes bloom- 
ing again after a long very dry summer, 
which seems to have the same effect on it 


as the winter cold, should copious rains 
after such a summer it sometimes 
up as in spring. This is true, too, of 
other plants. 

Going as far from St. Louls as

HE country-bred boy managed to wor- 

E ry through his first winter in 8&t. 

Louis pretty well, though, of course, 

he missed the sleighing and the corn-pop- 
ping. 

But the other morning he heard a blue 
bird in a skimpy tree in the little yard back 
of his uncle’s uptown flat. Then it was all 
up with the country boy. In his mental 
vision he saw the old orchard, its budding 
limbs blue and pink with the feathered har- 
bingers of the spring. He saw them carry- 
ing the grass to the holes in the old apple 
trees and knew that they were building 
their nests. 

So he could not eat his breakfast. His 
uncle noticed the country boy’s sadness of 
heart and knew what it meant, for he had 
been a country boy himself once, and the 
same old spring fever was on him, too.

The boy’s idea of Forest Park was a 
place of no particular interest. But the mo- 
ment he set foot in its confines on this day 
he realized that he was back in the coun- 
try. 

For the first thing that greeted his eyes 
was a smooth patch of grass, just getting 
green, studded with ever-shifting, trotting, 
hopping little things, black and red, Robins! 
Ah, but they looked countrified! 

He could have thrown himself on the 
grass and watched them all day, but just 
then he heard a little twitter, and looked 
up to the branches overhead, and there he 
spied a tiny flash of yellow. And he 
laughed, for he knew it was the Yellow 
Warbler, another old friend from the farm 
who used to steal cotton out of the comfort- 
ers on the line to line its nest, 


And higher up in the trees he saw an 
Oriole, brilliant in orange and black, with 
its yellow and brown mate, hunting for a 
good location for their nest. 

As he watched them there came a “‘Chut! 
chut!”’ and the Orioles flew away in terror, 
for a dusky, brown, gray little bird, with 
a splotch of black on his throat, darted 
madly at them, as if in envy of their bril- 
liant dress. The quarrelsome English Spar- 
row, 

But In a moment the boy was laughing 
again, for another brown little bird, «ven 
smaller than the sparrow, chattered his 
anger as he scooted through the branches, 
and made the sparrow fly away. “Good for 
Jenny Wren,” cried the boy. 

Then, emboldened by the example of ‘the 
little House Wren, the Orioles and the Yel- 
low Warbler flew back again, and were fol- 
lowed by the “Chippy,” with its red head, 
who looks like an English Sparrow, some- 
thing, but is smaller and respectable; the 
little Least Flycatcher, gray and white, 


dizzy; the Phebe Bird, with his plaintive 
wall, the Red-Eyed Vires, who also sings 
sadly, but is not mournful; and, eclipsing 
them all in brilllancy of plumage, the Scariet 


Tanager, red as a Cardinal's hat, with jet 


black wings and tall, and his somber mate, 
gazing in awe-struck admiration at her 
lord and master. 

The boy could have called them all by 
name, and talked over old times with each 
one of them. 

‘It looks,” he said, “as though all my old 
friends had followed me to the city!’’ 

Indeed, even the country boy had no real- 
ization of how many birds there are in For- 
est Park. Missouri, like all the states on 
the Mississippi river, has more varieties of 
birds than any other, part of North and 
South America. 

As for the number of varieties that fiy 
over Forest Park or alight within its 
domains on their way to their breeding 
places, it is doubtless more than 126. 

All of the specimens seen by the country 
boy on his entrance to the park nest among 
its trees, nearly all of them in plain view 
of the practiced eye. Further in the inte- 
rior, where the woods are thicker and the 
travel less wide, are found the Thrushes. 

The Brown Thrusher, Wilson's Thrush, 
the Wood Thrush, Tawny Thrush and Her- 
mit Thrush, wearing their brown and white 
and black dresses in various styles, but all 
with metallic voices, bend the twigs, 
grasses and rags into the form of nests and 
lay their eggs. 

Alongside of them, in the underbrush, the 
Black-Hilled Cuckoo hides her flaky-blue 
eggs in a rough bed of twigs, while the Cat 
Bird, the best dressed member of the bird 
family, in his smooth, talior-made coat of 
gray, sits among the brambles and mocks 
the other birds’ songs.

The vegetables to be added 
should be cooked in a separate pot, as they 
require a high temperature to soften them. 
The seasonings and vegetables may be 
added to the soup after it has cooked five 
hours. Cook below the boiling point for one 
hour longer. Strain through a wet cloth; 
set aside until cold. Remove the cake of 
fat which has formed on thé top. Add the 
beaten white of one egg and shell crushed, 


one teaspoonful of salt for every quart of place on the fire and boil five minutes, add 


a little cold water, strain through wet cloth 
into a bowl, add flavoring and serve. If 
desired dark, it may be colored with cara- 
mel or one-half of the pieces of meat may

added to the cold water. pate 
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lost very little of its nutritive value, al- 
though it has lost its flavor. Flavor chn 
be added by the use of seasonings and 
herbs, and many tasty and nutritious 
dishes made from soup meat, 

Other recipes in connection with this in- 
viting meal are the following: 

FISH TURBAN.—Select two pounds of 
white meat, as buffalo, halibut or cod. 
Wipe the fish and cut Into small pieces. 
Cook In water, simmering gently, add salt 
and pepper. Add parsley, celery root, 
onion, each in small quantities. When the 
fish is tender break with a fork into pleces 
not larger than one-half inch, and re- 
move all the bones. 

Prepare a white sauce by first mixing 
together one-quarter cup flour, two table- 
spoonfuls butter, one-half teaspoon 
one-half 
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Cook these ingredients with two cups of 
milk until the sauce is creamy and smooth, 
add the fish to this. Put into a fish mold, 
baking dish or shells, cover with buttered 
cracker crumbs and bake in a moderate 
oven until the crumbs are brown; serve at 
once. This dish may be prepared some 
time before the dinner and placed in the 
@ven one-half hour before serving.

The First Easter of the New Century, Its Promise and Significance. 


WRITTEN BY CARDINAL GIBBONS FOR THE SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 


What motives, religion apart, are forcible enough to compel legislators, rulers 
and magistrates to be equitable and impartial in their decisions? What guarantee 
bave we that they will not be biased by prejudice and self-interest? 

The civil power cannot enter the hidden recesses of the soul and quell the tu- 
mults raging there. It cannot invade the domestic circle to expel the itnemperance 
and lewdness that enervate and debauch both mind and body. It cannot suppress 
those base calumnies, whispered in the dark, which poison the social atmosphere 
with their foul breath and breathe hatred, resentment and death. You might as well 
expect to preserve a tree from decay by lopping off a few withered branches whilst 
allowing the worms to gnaw at the roots, as to preserve the social tree from moral 
corruption by preventing some external crimes whilst leaving the heart to be 


N THIS first Easter morning of the twentieth century—a century full 
of p romise for the spread. of Christianity—it is well to recall the fact that 
religion is the essential basis of civil society. Religion is the bond that 

unites man with his Creator. 

I employ the term “religion” here in its broadest and most comprehensive 
sense, as embodying the existence of ‘God; his infinite power and knowledge; his 
providence over us; the recognition of a divine law; the moral freedom and re- 
sponsibility of man; the distinction between good and evil; the duty of rendering 
our homage to God and justice and charity to our neighbor; and, finally, the exist- 


ence of a future state of rewards and punishments. 


I hold that religion is the only solid basis of society, 
social edifice rests not on this eternal and immutable foundation, 
soon crumble to pieces. It would be as vain to. establish 
without religion as to erect a palace in the air, or to hope to reap a crop from 
Religion is to society what cement is to 
“He who destroys relig-

worm-eaten by vice. 

If the civil sword, even by the aid of religion, can scarcely restrain public dis- 
orders, how futile would be the attempt to do so without the co-operation of moral 
and religious influences. 

If neither the vengeance of the civil power, nor the hope of emoluments, nor 
the esteem of our fellow men, nor the natural love of justice, nor the influence of 
education and culture, nor all these motives combined can suffice to maintain peace 
and order in society, where shall we find an adequate incentive to exact of us a 
loyal obedience to the laws of the country? This incentive is found only in fe- 


ligious principles. 

Religion, I maintain, is the only sure and solid basis of society. Convince me of 
the existence of a divine legislator, the supreme source of all law, by whom “kings 
reign and lawgivers decree just things;” convince me of the truth of the apostolic 
declaration that there is no power but from God, and that these that are,are ordained 
of God, and that, therefore, he who resisteth the power resisteth the ordinance 
of God;” convince me that there is a Providence who seeth my thoughts as well as 
my actions; that there is an incorruptible judge who cannot be bought with bribes 
nor blinded with deceit, who has no respect of persons, who will render to every 
inan according to his works, who will punish transgressions and reward virtue in 
the life to come; convince me that I am endowed with free will and the nower of 
observing or of violating the laws of the country, and then you place before me a 
monitor who impels me to virtue without regard to earthly emoluments or human 
applause, and who restrains me from vice without regard to civil penalties; you set 
before my conscience a living witness, who pursues me in darkness and in light 
and in the sanctuary of home as well as in the arena of public life,

motives must be strong and powerful, because you have passions and self-interest 
to overcome. They must be universal, because they are binding on all members 


of society. They must be permanent because they apply to all time and places.

He is himself president of 
three of them. His brother, Edwin, is pres- 
, ident of a fourth. His brother Frank is 
vicé-president of two others. The four 
Gould brothers, George, Edwin, Howard 
and Frank, are in some official position 
fn every one of the Gould roads, and their 
aggregate holdings enable them to control. 

Taking the Gould railroads for a founda- 
tion, Mr. Gould purposes to complete his 
great system by adding five other railroads 
belonging to the Harriman syudicate. In 
one of these, the Chicago & Alton, he 1s 
himself a director. In a consolidation of 
these roads with the Gould roads George 
Jay Gould would rank as the chief organ- 
izer, most active railroad manager, and the 
chief individual owner, a distinction which 

would naturally insure for him selection 
as the chief executive of the new system. 

The immensity of the Gould plan is per- 
haps better understood when it is known 
that the Gould roads are the Missouri Pa- 
cific, Iron Mountain, Wabash, International 
& Great Northern, Cotton Belt, Denver & 
Rio Grande and Texas & Pacific,-and that 
(‘the Harriman roads concerned are the 
‘Illinois Central, St. Louis & San Francisco, 
Chicago &' Alton, Kansas City Southern 
‘and Chicago & Eastern Illinois. Their 
‘easternmost terminus is that of the Wa- 
bash at Buffalo; their furthest west is the 
(terminus of the Denver & Rio Grande at 
, Ogden, Utah. North and south they reach 
from Lyle, Minn., to the Gulf of Mexico 
‘and the Rio Grande. 

Mr. Gould plans to have a railroad sys- 
‘tem which shall cover the whole Mississip- 
pi valley. He would make a map of the

Already 
the Goulds are building new branches and

The single addition of the Union Pacific 
avith those of the Harriman syndicate roads 
mentioned in the Gould connection would 
make the new Gould system as wide and 
Jong as the United States and immense be- 
gond all reasonable possibility to surpass it. 

The people naturally desire to know what 
the Goulds want with such an enormous

Even if the Harriman syn- 
dicate roads do not become a part of the 
new system Mr. Gould plans, he will still 
have in his organization railroads with an 
aggregate capitalization of $300,000,000. 

It is given out that in this plan to unite 
the Gould and Harriman railroads Mr. 
Gould has the consent of John D. Rockefel- 
ler and J. Pierpont Morgan, who are sald to 
look with favor upon a proposed unification 
of western railroads from the north central 
and west central states to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


WHO GEORGE GOULD IS. 


HE man who would consolidate 12 big 
T railroads and make of them the 
greatest railroad system in the world 
is the eldest son of the late Jay Gould, who 
left an estate worth $83,000,000 and enjoyed 
through his later years the distinction of 
being America’s greatest financier. 
George Jay Gould was his father’s favor- 
ite son. He was born on University place, 
in New York City, in 1862, when his father 


him away to the Catskills to hunt and fish 
and encouraging him in yachting and ath- 
letics. 

Jay Gould made his eldest son his close 
pupil. He took him to his office every day 
and taught him the magnitude of the Gould 
affairs. In the evening at home father and 
son discussed the great interests of the 
elder Gould and the young man absorbed 
the ideas of the man whom all America 
was honoring as the greatest of the New 
World's financiers. 

At 23 George Gould was a member of the 
New York Stock Exchange, was vice-presi- 
dent and director in several of his father’s 
companies, and had power of attorney to 
act in the name of Jay Gould. He had been 
an apt pupil and his father regarded him 
with great pride and sought to help him in 
every possible way. 

Jay Gould died in 1892. George J. Gould 
stepped to the head of the Gould affairs. 
He was then 30 years of age. He received 
from his father, in addition to a sixth share 
of the vast estate, $5,000,000 in cash “fur 
services rendered.”’ 

George Gould is still the administrative 
head of the house of Gould. He has been 
even so appointed by the court in the case 
of his sister, the Countess Anna de Casiel- 
lane, and her fortune-squandering, duel- 
fighting little husband. George Gould has 
been a frequent visitor to St. Louis. The 
Missouri Pacific Railroad has been his 
business school. His father gave him a

George Gould is of average height and 
build and is quiet and unassuming. He 
has an aptitude for business, and is a 
hard worker. He has steadily added to 
the fortune he inherited from his fathes 
and is one of the world’s very rich men. 
That he is ambitious to win a fame simi- 
lar to that of his father is proven by his 
plan to consolidate the Gould and the 
Harriman railroads tnto a single system. 
Being the principal owner and an official 
of all the Gould roads and a stockholder 
and official in some of the Harriman roads, 
he is naturally the logical chief executive 
of the great system he purposes to cre- 
ate. 


When George Gould was still very young 
he married Miss Edith Kingdon, an ac- 


tress tn Daly’s Theater. He was a fre- 
quent patron of the theaters and fell deep- 
ly in love with Miss Kingdon after seeing 
her on the stage and meeting her through 
a formal introduction. Miss Kingdon was 
a pretty and sensible young American wom- 
an, of good parentage. She was support- 
ing her mother and living humbly, but her 
womanliness was such as the young mill- 
fonaire admired, and he married her with 
his father’s consent. The marriage has 
proven most happy. There is no happier 
hom a the land than that of the George 
Goulds, and no finer children than the 
little George Gould boys and girls. Mr. 
and Mrs. Gould made very few social pre- 
tensions in the first few years of their 
married life, but they have within recent 
years been quite prominent, Mrs. Gould 
being regarded as one of New York's 
most charming women. 

Their wedding was romantic. One after- 
noon in August Miss Kingdon and ner 
mother were driven down to the foot of 
Twenty-third street to the Atalanta, Mr. 
Gould’s yacht. The yacht steamed to the 
Gould home at Irvington, where Mrs. King- 
don and daughter, Mrs. Gould, were met 
by a member of Mr. Gould's family. The

George Gould has had great opportuni- 
ties, and he is a succéss. He was the rich- 
est of the Goulds when his father’s estate 
was divided, and he is still the richest of 
the Goulds, and ever so much richer than 
his father left him. He was made pres!- 
dent of a railroad when he was 21 years 
old, and he has succeeded there until he is 
now the president of three railroads and 
prospective president of the greatest rall- 
road system in the world. He has shown 
capacity for just such enormous financial 
undertakings as made his father rich. He 
has been always a typical gentleman of 
America, tireless in work, fertile in re- 
source, modest in manner and popular 
among his countrymen. His love for his 
family has, perhaps, exhibited the best 
side of him more than all else. Directior 
of one of the greatest of fortunes has 
never made him too busy for him to give 
much of his time to his wife and his chil- 
dren. lie has in a modest way lavished 
his wealth upon them, but more than this 
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was still in somewhat humble ciroum- 
stances. He was a small, dark lad, very 
delicate and caring little for the compan- 
fonship of other boys. As he grew into his 
teens he became the fast friend of his 
father. The younger Gould attended the 
New York public schools, but study was 
distasteful to him, and at the age of 16 
years he secured from his father permission 
to leave his books and go to work. He was 
g@mbitious. He had the industrious spirit 
of his father and the capacity for business. 
As he grew in age and experience his fath- 
er placed him in responsible positions, mak- 
ing him a director and officer in many of 
the companies in which his father held a 
controlling int 
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he has given in companionship and pride in 
the happy family in his home. 

Mr. Gould {s a sportsman of international 
fame. He sailed his yacht, the Vigilant, 
against the Prince of Wales’ Britannia in 
British waters, and when he met defeat he 
took it good-naturedly, and sald: “Yachts 
are like women—sometimes they will and 
sometimes they won't.” He is fond of al- 
most every outdoor and indoor sport, and 
plays games a great deal. 

Mr. Gould ts a typical product df the 
busy commercial school in which his fath- 
er entered him when he was a boy. He 
gives his personal attention to his affairs. 
It is not enough that he shall feel that 
the Missouri Pacific Rallroad is all right. 
He must needs come to the West and ride 
over the road now and then to keep ifn 
closer touch with the big property. He 
has beautiful homes at Lakewood, at Irv- 
ington and in New York City. There are 
five children in his home, the eldest of 
them Kingdon, named for his mother, and 
another, Marjorie Gwynne, named for the 
character her mother was playing when 
the young millionaire grew to love her.

Crepe de chine will be used for mapy of 
the spring bridal gowns; there is a very 
sumptuous satin crepe that is simply ex- 
quisite. The soft, clinging Louisines, flex- 
ible in textum and lustrous in finish, are 
also employed, and bengaline has its admir- 
ers. Then the gowns of chiffon, mousse- 
line, ergandie, point d’esprit and other dia- 
phanous fabrics are very dainty and girlish. 

One gown already made is of mousseline 
de soie over softest Liberty satin.Another of 
heavy, white satin embroidered in silver 
and pearls. Another model of ivory white 
satin trimmed with chiffon, another of 
white crepe de chine tucked, and there was 
a white silk gown completely covered with 
a lace robe. 

One of the striking features of many of 
the new bridal costumes is their lavish use 
of lace, It is everywhere. Overdresses and 
tabliers of lace adorn the skirts; traius 
are covered with lace; in the form of 
flounces and frills, sleeves, yokes and bole- 
ros it is allowed to have very much its 
own way.

The roads of the Harriman syndicate are 
the Illinois Central, Chicago & Alton, 8t 
Louls & San Francisco, Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois and the Kansas City Southern. 

The lllinols Central is one of America’s 
great railroads. It extends from Chica- 
go to New Orleans, and touches Louisville, 
St. Louis, Omaha, Sioux Fauls, Lyle, Minn., 
and Madison, Wis. It traverses the State 
of Illinois almost squarely in the center 
from end to end of the state, and hence its 
name. The lUlinois Central is 9678.74 miles 
long. Its construction began in the early 
80s under the presidency of Col. Mason, an 
early railroad promoter. The company was 
given a right of way through the entire 
central length of the State of Illinois ypon 
the condition that 7 per cent of the road's 
gross earnings In the state be placed in the 
{ilinoils state treasury every year. Up to 
June, 1899, the road had been making these 
payments 44 years, and had paid the’ state 
$17,765,202.29. But it pays Tilinois no taxes. 
In this same period the stockholders of 
the Illinois Central received in cash divi- 
dends the sum of $95,166,861.59. When the 
civil war broke out the Illinois Central 
Railroed had in its engineering department 
four employes who were to win distinction 
as military commanders.

EW towns in Missour! have a greater 
> number of women’s clubs’ than 
Springfield. It is the homé of the La- 
dies’ Saturday Club, the oldest literary club 
in the state, which celebrated its twenty- 
second anniversary Feb. 22, and of the 
Household Economics Club, the Springfield 
Musical Club, the Friends in Council Lit- 
erary Club, the Mothers’ Club, the Clio 
Chautauqua Club, the Thirty Tyrants and 
the Springfield Sorosis Club, the Busy 
Woman's Idle Hour Club. 

The Ladies’ Saturday Club Is a member 
of both the state and general federation of 
women's clubs. The official colors are green 
and lavender and the club flower is the car- 
nation. The motto is, ‘“‘Do the duty that 
nearest lies.” The club was organized in 
1879, chartered in 1894 and federated in 1895, 
Mrs. Homer T. Fuller is the president. 

The Household Economics Club. is con- 
ducting sewing and cooking classes for 
young children. It maintains a restroom for 
the convenience of farmers’ wives coming 
to town. It has rooms fitted up for cooking 
and demonstrating all of its work. The ciub 
motto is, ‘‘Nil Desperandum.’’ The club col- 
ors are red and green. The club flower is 
the rose. The annual meeting is held the 
first Tuesday in January, and the young 
ladies’ anniversary Feb. 22. Club picnic and 
children’s day is June 26. Contests and re- 
unions are held in September. The anni- 
versary will be held in October, Retrospec- 
tion day comes Dec. 26. 

The Springfield Musical Club, formerly 
the Derthick Club, was organized in 1896 
and is composed of a membership of the 
best artists of the musical profession in 
town. Mrs. A. P. Hall, the president, has 
long been identified with the progressive 
work of the club. Mrs. Wade Burden, the 
secretary, celebrated her forty-fifth year of 
musical activity by bringing here Mme. 
Emma Nevada, through private manage- 
ment. Other artists whose appearance here 
wwere due to the efforts of the club, are: 
Mme. Rive King, Baxter Perry, pianist; 
Earl Drake and Max Bendix & Co. The club 
color is red. The club flower is thegose. The 
object of the club is to cultivate an intecill- 
gert appreciation of music in its artistic 
and historical development. 

The Friends in Council Literary Club was 
organized in 1883, incorporated 1887 and fed- 
erated 1892.

PAVILION FOR ST. LOUIS. 


ley was inaugurated President of the 

United States for the second time, 
March 4, 1901, now belongs to Dr. Richard 
Bartholdt of 8319 South Ninth street, 8t. 
Louis, member of Congress from the Tenth 
Missouri district. 

He will present it to St. Louis. 

Standing in this same pavilion, President 
McKinley, within a few weeks, may dedi- 
cate the site of the St. Louis World’s Fair 
of 1903. 

Concerning his possession of this pavil- 
ion and his plans concerning it Dr. Bar- 
tholdt said to the Sunday Post-Dispatch:

T was while present at the ceremonies 
attending the inauguration of President 
McKinley that the tdea of securing the 


fie pavilion in which William McKin- 


eyes, all centered on this little bullding. I 
thought of the millions of: people who 


would like to see the structure and I de- 


cided to try to obtain possession of it, that 
it might be placed on'exhibition in my own 
city during the World's Fair. 


I knew that I must work quickly or Buf- 
falo with her Exposition might beat us out. 
The day after the inauguration, while the 
building was yet standing in front of the 
capitol, I went to Architect Elliott Woods, 
who had charge of all of the buildings. 1 
told him what I wanted. I succeeded and 
now the Buffalo people are sorry that l 
seized upon.a valuable idea for our Fair. 

Mr. Woods told me that the buildings 
were all put up by contract, and that it was 
a part of the contract that the buildings 
be removed after the inauguration. The ma- 


would buy the material from the contrac- 
tors and make me a present of It. 

He bought it and gave me the building 
with the provision that I take it down and 
ship it at my own expehse. I gladly as- 
sumed this obligation. The building was 
removed to another part of the capitol 
grounds, where it now stands. I will have 
the building taken down very carefully. Il 
will have all of the pieces’ numbered and 
when it reaches St. Louis I will have it put 
together exactly as it was in Washington 
when Chief Justice Fuller administered the 
oath that made Mr. McKinley President for 
the second time. 

The building is not large, belng only about 
16 feet square, The pavilion is 10 feet high 
at the eaves and as the roof is quarter pitch 
the top is not more than 18 feet high. The 
building material is all of first-class sea- 
soned pine, and has been painted white. It 
is open on all sides and the roof is upheld 
by doric columns.

ESUS CHRIST, whom every Christian 
J believes to be the son of God, the sec- 
ond person of the most adorable Trin- 
ity, Incarnate, declared oftentimes and in 
the presence of many witnesses before his 
death on the cross that he would rise again 
on the third day after his execution. That 
was prophecy. His resurrection is a historic 
fact, an event in human history, attested 
by more/than 600 witnesses who frequently 
saw and conversed and ate with him during 
43 days after he expired on the cross. Not 
alone do the sacred Scriptures record these 
events, but also the contemporary writers 
of profane history, as Josephus Tacitus and 
Pliny.
